Pittsburg, Jan. 25—Nearly two hun- 
dred men have been entombed by an 
explosion in the Harwick mine of the 
Allegheny Coal Company at Cheswick. 
General Manager Scheets gives little 
hope that many of the men will be 
brought out to the surface. 
The explosion occurred at 8:20 this 


morning at the bottom of one of, the 
shafts, presumably caused 
by 
fire 
damp. It was 4 o'clock this afternoon 
before It was possible to make the first 
attempt at rescue. Two men tried to 
get into the mine by way of the stairs 
through the air shaft, but were finally 
driven back by the foul air. 


v Threw Out Two Cage*. 
TheVmain shaft into the mine, 220 


feet deep, was made useless by the ex- 
plosion which hurled both cages, one 
of which was within 30 feet of the 
bottom of the shaft, through the tipple, 
30 feet above, the surface. 
Attempts at Reioue. 
.Shortly after 5 o'clock a temporary 
rigging was put in 
place over the 
mouth of the main shaft and a bucket 
carrying Selvyn M. Taylor, mining en- 
gineer, and J. M. Rayburn, was lower- 
ed into the shaft. There was a silence

reached bottom. Then came the sum 
mons to haul up.

Doctors have been summoned from 


the surrounding towns and also from 
Pittsburg. Manager Sceets

explosion was so ,,terrtflc

He also 
said there are at least 160 men In the 
mine and expressed the fear that there 
are a number more, although there'are 
several men on the pay roll who-did 
not report this morning.

Retcuer Loses Life. 


One of the rescuers who went In 


with Taylor, says that after the par- 
ty had gone a considerable distance be 
began to feel sick and dizzy, and then 
saw Taylor stagger and fall. His lan- 
tern fell. Others tried to lift him Up 
but could not carry 
him and they 
made their own way to safety. Three 
rescuers who have returned 
to the 
surface, declare that, In their

all In the mine outside of the 
party, are dead, Including 
Taylor.Taylor's Body Recovered. 
, The body of Selwyn

the effect of an epidemic." 


Several of the physicians' spoke of 
the matter 'yesterday and their opin- 
ions differed sorrfewhat. 


Would Not Use It. 


Dr. Cass Chenoweth stated last night 
that he/ did not know, enough about 
the change In the prices of antl-toxlni 
to be quoted on the subject, but he 
said that he understood that the price 
would hereafter be lower. 
When he 


was told that it had been said that tha 
companies had been sending out the 
standard grade, and labeling it the con- 
centrated grade he stated that he did 
not believe It.. He said that he had 
always found Park, Davis and Com- 
pany to be people of their word and he 
die! not think that they would try to 
give the people anything but what 
they represented It to be. 
When asked what he thought of a 
state establishment in connection with 
the university, he said, "I would not 
use a drop of it if it were made at the 
university If it were given to me. The 
companies who make the anti-toxin 
have a reputation to preserve and a» 
the anti-toxin is but a minor one of 
their products the companies cannot 
afford to cheat the people and they 
have to get that goorl or the result 
would be that the physicians would 
stop buying their other articles. 
"If the anti-toxin were to be made 
at the university the 
people 
there 


would not have any reputation to sus- 
tain and the result would be that they 
would probably be more lax than the 
people at the big factories. 


'1 noticed that some of the physi- 
cians are in favor-of establishing a 
station at Champaign in 
connection 


with the state university, but when 
you see them just ask them whether 
or not they would use anti-toxin which 
is manufactured there on one of their 
own children if it needed It. 
"If a child of mine were to become 


ill and anti-toxin were necessary I 
would rather pay twenty-five or thirty 
dollars1 for one thousand units of anti- 
toxin from one of the factories than 
to use a drop of that from the state 
station even though It were given to 
me."

Will B« Inaugurated at th* Meeting of 
State Medical Society at Bloom- 


inflton in May. 


EFFORTS TO 
EDUCATE PUBLIC, 


A crusade against tuberculosis will 
be inaugurated by the Illinois 
State 
Medical society at its next meeting to 
be held in Bloomington In May. Lead- 
Ing physicians will discuss the prob- 
lems of prevention and cure. 
The first step in the war on con- 
sumption will be the gathering of data 
on the ravages of the disease in Illi- 
nois, the effect of different 
occupa- 


tions on the health of a tubercular pa- 
tient, and the various 
methods of 
treating the ill. 
In the opinion of the members of 
the society, health can be regained in 
Illinois almost as well as In Colorado 
or other states, provided pioper pre- 
cautions are taken and the general ad- 
vise of the society is followed. It Is 
intended to make knowledge of the 
disease general, and to teach the peo- 
pie\the necessity of prevention. 
The society will seek the co-opera- 
ion of the newspapers and "educate 
he public," as is explained by Chair- 
man J. W. Pettit, of Ottawa, who yes- 
terday issued a call for the meeting, 
to be held May 17 to 19. The call is 
as follows: 


Di**a<* Can be Cured. 
'There Is no fact in medicine better 
established than that tuberculosis can 
be pi evented 
and 
cured, Notwith- 
standing this, about one-seventh 
of 
deaths from all causes, are due to this 
disease 
The mortality should not be

spread this knowledge for the solution 
of the problem depends upon the edu- 
cation of the public. 


"At the next meeting will be read

They were all

Ignorance of Regulations 


Make Mail Man Trouble 


The employes of the post office de- 
partment in this city, like other peo- 
ple, are not without 
their troubles. 
There are many 
little dally acts on 


the part of the public which 
are 
the source of moie or less explanation 
and annoyance for the post office peo- 
ple.Troubles of this kind are most al- 
ways due to Ignorance on the part of 
the people rather than to a desire to 
make trouble. The mistakes and mis- 
understandings as to what Is allowable 
make trouble sometimes 
just 
the 


same. 
Uncle Sam has a few rules regarding 
post office business and these rules 
must be followed. There are no condi- 
tions. 
The rules are there and if the 
general public wantsv their mail carried 
It must be according to tho rules. 
Paper* on Boxes. 
The postoffice employes 
sometime 
have trouble* about the mailing of sec- 
ond class matter in mall boxes at the 
street corncis. 
Recently there was 
a case where a man \vas sending out a 
lot of second class ad vet Using matter. 
He piled the stuff on top of a box and 
then did not like it because the post- 
man did not take It up. 
A paper can be put on top of the 


box if It will not go inside, but it U 
not In the custody of the government 
until it Is Inside the box 
If a paper 
is found on top of the box it will be 
taken up by the mail carrier, but if 
there is a big pile of such second class 
matter it will not be carried away. The 
carrier can not pack a lot of second 
class matter around with him to tho 
detriment of the first class matter. 


One man filled a mall box with sec- 
ond class matter. It was so crowded 
that there was not room for letters 
and there was so much that the carrier 
could not take it away without hind- 
rance to the first class mail. 
The 
man was notified that 
he must not 
burden the boxes with the second class 
stuff and if he persisted In doing so 
the post office would take steps 
to 
prosecute him for violating the regu- 
lations 
When a lot of second class 
matter is to be mailed it should be 
taken to the postoffice 


On Rural Route*. 
The carriers on the rural routes have 
trouble about the tttamp. business.. The 
people on the routes can buy stamps 
from the carrier but they have a habit 
of putting a. letter in their box without 
a stamp and then putting the money 
in with it. Generally they do not have 
the right change and will put perbap* 
a quarter of a dollar in the box, ex- 
pecting; the carrier to take out for tlM 
stamp and leave the chance. He i* not 
obligated to do anything of the kind, 
and probably can not make the change, 
and then the owner of the box object* 
because the change was not received. 
The practice of putting money In the 
rural boxes is a bad one. The carrier

All ot the dog* 
seem to have a natural hatred tor a 
postman in uniform and they do not 
hesitate to dhow it 
The mall carrier* 
are constantly 
harrasscd 
by dog* 
which run out and bite them.' One- 
carrier had his trousers badly torn by 
a dog and they all complain of beipc 
attacked. 
A Decatur carrier who had suffered 
many affront* from one particular dog 
concluded that he would settle the mat- 
ter. 
He armed himself with a brick 
and when ho met the dog the next time 
he threw the brick with all hla 
strength and It went through a win- 
dow instead of hitting the dog and th* 
carrier had a window to pay for. 


Muct Not Tall.

Before.

Lower Priced. 


For the past few days a great deal 
has been said In the papers all over 
the state in regard to the anti-toxin 
trust. 
It has been said that the price 


of anti-toxin has been raised from 25 
to 200 per cent, but this report seems 
to be unfounded. 
Some of the drug- 
gists were spoken to yesterday about 
the matter and several of the physi- 
cians discussed it. 
One thing the 


physicians are decided on and that is 
that If the price of the anti-toxin has 
been raised, then the manufacturers 
of the article ought to be boycotted In 
all that they sell with the exception 
of the anti-toxin. 
Only three com- 
panies in the United States manufao- 
tuie anti-toxin. 
These are 
Park, 


Davis and Company, of Detroit, Fred- 
erick Stearns and Company of Detroit, 
and H, K. Mulford and Company of 
Chicago and Philadelphia. 
Each of 


these companies! manufacture 
other 


kinds of pharmaceutical articles. 
If 


the physicians were to boycott these 
goods the companies would 
almost 
have to come to the terms of the phy- 
sicians on anti-toxin or go broke. 


Anti-Toxin Price Not Raised. 
H. C. Burks of the Decatur Drug 


Company is the Decatur agent for the 
Park, Davis & Company and he handles 
a great deal of anti-toxin and is in a 
good position to know all 
about it. 


When asked about the raise in prices 
fcp stated that the prices had not been 
raised but on the contrary had been 
reduced. 
Formerly two grades of the anti- 


toxin had been made, the standard 
and the concentrated. 
The only dif- 


ference In these two was the bulk. 
One could get the same result from 
1000 units of standard that he could 
get from 1000 units of concentrated, 
but there was not such a large bulk 
of the concentrated to be injected to 
get the results. 
The price for the 


standard was »1.61Tfor 1000 units and 
*2 25 for 1000 of the concentrated. Most 
01 the physicians used the concentrat- 
ed because it did not take near as 
much bulk and thus caused less pain 
to the child upon whom the injection 
was being made. 
At the present time only one grade 


of the anti-toxin is to be used and 
that will be the cbhcentrated, which 
was formerly J2.25 for lOffO units. The 
price between the standard and the 
concentrated was split by the manu- 
facturers since they decided to use 
but one grade and the price on the 
concentrated Is now $2 a reduction of 
20 cents on 1000 units. 
This Is thf 


•way that Mr. Burks figures it and he 
lb probably about right. 
Some of the 


physicians have different ideas. 


Ddctors Talk. 


Dr. E. J. Brown said that he had 
always used the concentrated (or spe- 
cial) anti-toxin and since the change 
in the price he Would get his anti- 
toxin for 25 cents 
less on the 1000 


units. 
He seems,to think that the 


Chicago people who are making such 
u row about the toti-toxlni matter, 
are somewhat off. ' 
Dr. H. C. Jcnes said that he always 


used the concentrated where he found 
it necessary and that he would be 25 
cents ahead now on each 1000 units- 
He said that he did not think that 
the price for the anti-toxin was very 
high as it took a. lot of work to pro- 
cure it 
Dr. A. F. Wilhelmy stated that 
he 
thought that the companies were rub- 
bing It into the people and he said 
that it would be a good idea to boy- 
cott them if they we.re. 
He said that 


he thought the best thing to do would 
be to establish a state 
station at 


Champaign to manufacture the anti- 
toxin and place sub-stations through- 
out the state to distribute the article. 
He said that he thought that the anti- 
toxin could be sold to the people at a 
great reduction from the price at which 
the companies are now selling it. 


Dr. C. Martin Wood' said that he 
thought the price for anti-toxin, was 
veiy reasonable considering the trou- 
ble that has to be taken to secure it. 
He said that he had been through the 
factory of one of the companies and 
had seen the anti-toxin made from 
the beginning of the first operation on 
the horse to the sealing of it Ira bulbs. 
Everything 
has to be scrupulously 


clean and the stables are neat as a 
pin. 
The finest of horses have to be 


u=ed and the physicians are as care- 
fu' when operating on them as If they 
were a human being. 
AH the instru- 


ments are perfectly sterilized and the 
work is very exact. 
The best of 
chemists are employed and the great- 
est care has to be taken In all parts 
of the work. 
He said that he thought 
a station In connection with the uni- 
v erslty at Champaign would be a good 
thing. 
„ 
Dr. M. V. Lonergsn was of the opin- 


ion that the companies were getting 
more than was absolutely necessary 
for their product and he said that he 
for one was willing to- boycott the 
firms, especially that of Park, Davis 
and Company 
He said that one of 
the best things that could be done 
would be to establish an anti-toxin 
station at Champaign. 
He said that 
a short time ago (10,000 had been ap- 
propriated by the legislature to carry 
out experimental work at the univer- 
sity and It had been suggested 
to 


Governor Tates that the money be ap- 
plied upon a station for the manufac- 
ture of antl-toxin and he was favor- 
able to the suggestion. 
A station 


could be established there and the cost 
of the anti-toxin could be greatly re- 
duced. 
« 
Dr. J. H. Eddy did not express him- 


self strongly either way in regard to 
the agitation but he said 
that 
he 


thought that the companies made a 
good profit from the sale of the anti- 
toxin. 


Dr. B. L. Maienthal stated that he 


had read a great deal about the antl- 
tcxin trouble In Chicago and he said 
that as far as he could see the papers 
there had got the wrong idea. 
The 


company had made a contract to fur- 
nish the standard anti-toxin to the 
city for e. specified price and when 
the change waa made In regard to 
the two grades they notified the city 
that they would have to raise their 
price and give them the concentrated 
anti-toxin and in that way the trou- 
ble started. 
He thought that 
the 


prices were high enough now with- 
out any more of a ral*e. 


Association Will Di*out» Matter. 
There hag been a (real deal of dis- 
cussion among the Decatur physicians 
and it i» said that at the meeting of 
the Medical association next Tuesday 
the matter will be brought up. 
There seem* to be no doubt that 


there Is a trust in the anti-toxin bus- 
iness or at lent there is an agreement 
«tiaUnc bftowea t)M cvawit* la taK 


gard to the prices of the anti-toxin. 
A great deal of time, care and expense 
has to be used in order to procure 
the anti-toxin and considering that the 
prices are not so exorbitant as1 some 
people might think. 


The Process of Manufacture. 
The anti-toxin is 
secured 
from 
horses. 
In the first place a poison is 


injected into a perfectly healthy horse 
In a small amount. 
This is repeated 


every day, the amount being steadily 
increased for siix weeks or two months 
•until the horse is able to stand an 
amount of poison that would 
kill 


twelve ordinary men. 
The blood Is 


then In the right condition to form the 
anti-toxin and a quantity of blood Is 
drawn off from the horse, 
usually 


about a quart. 
This is placed in a 


receptacle and allowed to settle and1 
when the coloring matter has all set- 
tled the serum is taken from the top 
of the vessel. 
This has* to be tested 


nnd guinea pigs are used for this pur- 
pose 
The most expert chemists are 


employed in the laboratories for the 
least mistake would probably mean the 
death of hundieds of people. 
After 


the anti-toxin is tested it has to be 
carefully placed In sterilized bulbs. 
Then it is ready for the physicians. 


The companies are liable to a 
big 


Ipss on their anti-toxin, for the simple 
reason that after a certain length of 
time has elapsed, after the article has 
been manufactured the physicians will 
not use it and it Is sent back to the 
factory and becomes a dead loss to the 
n'aniufacturers. 


The Use of Anti-Toxin. 
The anti-toxin is used to cure diph- 


theria 
It is seldom used except In 


the worst case* and almost always ef- 
fects a cuie. 
It is seldom that a 


diphtheria patient dies after having 
been treated with the anti-toxin. The 
article la so expensive that the physi- 
cians never keep it in stock. 
When 


the anti-toxin Is. to be used the physi- 
cian as a rule tells the parents of 
the child that it must be used and they 
have to get the money. 
The physi- 
cians do not as a rule charge for in- 
jecting the anti-toxin. 
They simply 


charge for their visit and the parent 
pays only what the anti-toxin actual- 
ly costs the doctor. 
It Is this fact 
that makes it rather hard upon the 
poor people. 
The physicians cannot 
furnish the anti-toxin without a great 
less to themselves and any 
father 


would procure the money some way to 
buy the article If he knew it would 
save the life of his child. 
The physi- 
cians figure, and rightly perhaps, that 
a person has to. pay enough for the 
anti-toxin without sticking up 
the 


price of the Injection on him.

HERE! are few more Interesting 


rulers now living than Nicho- 
' las' II. of'Russia and Mutmi 
Hito of ^ap.m. This would be 


true even wore there no unusual cir- 
cumstances to call attention to them 
ami the lands of which they are the 
hcado, and It Is doubly true since they

Among the people the. little grand 
duchesses,are exceedingly popular, and 
it Is probable that • not "a few of the 
subjects of the czar regret the Salic 
law which does not permit a woman to 
occupy the throne, for it is one of the 
tragedies of the czar's life that he has 
no male heir to succeed him. Of course 
he has the power to order the repeal 
of the Salic law, but it Is not thought 
that he would care to go to' this ex- 
treme; so that in event of the nonar- 
rival at some "future date of the long 
looked for and -prayed for son the 
czar's only brother/ the Grand Duke 
Michael, will take the throne, or if he 
should die prior to'the present emper- 
or, which is probable, as he is a con- 
sumptive, then the Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir, the czar's uncle, or his male issue. 


The emperor of Japan can never be 


caught in the predicament of his royal

The present emperor, or, as he is more 
popularly known, the mikado, of Ja- 
pan is fifty-one years old and Is the 
one hundred and 'twenty-first of the 
line.. His adyenfr tq.tne throne came 
after a" struggle between the old and 
new order. To him more than to any 
other one factor are due .the present 
marvelous progress o'f the island em- 
pire and her rapid assimilation -of 
western Ideas and civilization. He is 
progressive. Well educated, though he 
speaks only in his own tongue, forceful 
and very ambitious to make his coun- 
try a power-In the world. H^ Is sensi- 
ble and benevolent, a truly admirable 
ruler as rulers go. He is Interested in 
literature and the arts and even writes 
himself, his output being mostly In 
the line of verse, which he destroys al- 
most as soon as written, a fact which, 
by the wayv may have had something 
to do with his reputation for being

have been brought Into the limelight 
as central figures in a world drama. 
In the public scrutiny th.it is thus giv- 
en them It is being discovered that 
they are In reality the rulers of their 
respective empires and, moreover, that 
they are men of-unique personalities, 
each Impressing his Individuality upon 
the history of his time and effecting 
new and. In the case of Japan, radical 
departures in the policies of his country. 


It la difficult for people of the more 


democratic countries to realize the at- 
titude of the subjects of a monarchy 
toward their king. It is not alone that 
h« ll the head of the government, but 
In a way that he is the symbol of na- 
tional unity, the Incarnation of the 
national soul, If such a term may be 
used. The feeling toward him Is there- 
fore of a much deeper and more fun- 
damental type than the merely pollt- 
" 
It includes the subject's loyalty 
land, for the king Is the govern- 


tntnt; it possesses a filial quality, for 
the king In a way Is regarded as a fa- 
fher to his people; still more, it Is in- 
vested with a certain religious phase, 
for, 
especially among 
unenlightened 


of the occupant of the throne. 
He 


may be hated, and yet his office be held 
in the most profound veneration. 


The regard extended to the sover- 


eignty, and In most cases to the person, 
of the ruler also reaches to the entire 
royal family. Especially does it apply 
to the queen and the heir apparent. 
If they have qualities that endear them 
to the people at all, one or the other 
and In some cases both of these are 
often regarded with a closer love than 
goes out to 'the king himself, for in 
his case there exist a certain awe. fear 
and even conscious or unconscious ha- 
tred that are aroused toward those in 
the possession of power. 


It goes without saying that the mere 


recognition of this sentiment o£ almost 
monarch worship does not even by Im- 
plication defend or uphold It. Without 
either supporting or condemning, it is 
yet necessary to take It into account In 
any Intelligent consideration of a peo- 
ple like the Russians or the Japanese. 


Though possessed of the most auto- 


cratic power, the present czar Is very 
democratic. Though having at his com- 
mand the greatest military engine of 


his character mark him as peculiar not 
only among the czars, but among royal- 
ties generally. He is gentle in demeanor 
and almost an Idealist. It is this qual- 
ity that has caused him.to bring.about 
certain reforms in his empire, among 
which his attempts to better the con- 
ditions of the serfs are the most note- 
worthy. 


'While not particularly forceful or 


marked by great Intellectual powers, 
he is singularly humane and simple, 
and it is these qualities perhaps that 
Russia most needs in the present state 
of her development. 


It is these characteristics which are 


also found in the czarina. In her early 
training'" and 'her 
Inclinations this 


granddaughter of Queen Victoria, for- 
merly Princess Allx of Hesse, Is more 
German and English than Slav. There 
was a time when her foreign habits of 
thought and sympathies were so ap- 
parent that she was not popular among 
the Russians, who are intensely na- 
tionalized and distrustful of all things 
foreign. This unpopularity has almost 
wholly disappeared, However, owing to
